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Termites Is A Very Serious Problem

We have all seen the cartoon 
where the termite buzzes down the 
house or wood structure in a matter 
onds. We all know that ter 
mites do not work this fast, but they 
ire a very serious problem here in 

southeast part of the nation. 

The Subterranean termite, which

shelter, or it could be a beautiful, 
brand new home, Whatever they in 
habit, they are seldom seen in the 
worker form which is the damaging 
form. Most of the time people will 
find termites in one of three ways. 
They may see the swarm of small 
vinged insects which are the repro 
luctive form of the termite, General 
ly, these swarms are in the spring 
yart of the year and they will be a 
large mass of black insects about 1/5 
inch long with four small white 
wings all of equal length 

Swarming does not necessarily 
mean that a building is infested, but 
it does indicate that a termite colony 
is somewhere in the vicinity, The 
worker forms are small, white, wing- 


less insects. This is the form that 
does the damage 
Another way that people find 


them is when it is too late, and they 
will find them in two ways then, One 
is when they are already in some 
part of the house or they go under 
the house and see the earthen tubes 
they produce to go to and from the 
wood, 

Damage can occur to almost any- 
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thing containing a wood type materi 
al. They can infest rolls and piles of 
old paper, the binding in th: back 
side of rugs, cotton cloth, books 
even adobe wall material that has 
Straw holding it together, dead roots 
in the ground, and just about any 
kind of timber found in almost any 
kind of building 


Moisture ts an essential part of 
the environment of Subterranean ter 
mites. They do not like light, and 
they maintain a humid condition in 
the soil by making sure they stay in 
moist soil and travel to food sources 
through earthen tubes which they 
construct 

There are four basis steps to con 
trolling and preventing a-termite in 
festauon, One is to remove all wood 
debris from under or around the 
house. Professionals can do some 
mechanical alterations on a house to 
prevent termite infestation, but the 
Most common Ways are to treat the 
soil and the foundation and wood un 
der and associated with the founda 
tion with a full strength pesticide 

You cannot treat your own home 
properly for termites, It is quite an 
in-depth process that they go 
through to insure a home is properly 


Proper cooking is vitally impor- 
tant in ensuring food safety. If foods 


need to be thawed, do it the safe 
way. Although it is tempting, food 
should not be thawed on the kitchen 
counter, The safest method is to 
place frozen foods in the refrigera- 
tor, allowing sufficient time for 
thawing. 

Heat can destroy harmful bacte- 
ria. Poultry, for example, must be 
cooked to a 185-degree F. internal 
temperature to ensure safety. Serv- 
ing temperature is important, too. 
Hot foods should always be served 
hot (140 degrees F. or above) and 
cold foods cold (40 degrees F. or be- 
low). Bacteria multiply fastest at

treated, 1 cannot caution you enough 
as to how important it is for you to 
ireat your home using a good, solid 
reputable company and have your 
home bonded and inspected each 
year. If you do not treat for anything 
else, make sure that you treat for this 
pest 

Another word of caution is talk 
over with the company treating your 
home and pin them down as to what 
they have done and what they are 
doing to make sure that you never 
have a termite problem. At the very 
least when they treat they should be 
using a full strength reputable chem- 
ical. One of the most common is 
Dursban TC, It is a safe chemical, 
but it will definitely control termites. 
The other thing is to pin the compa- 
ny down handling your contract as to 
what kind of inspection they will do 
for your home, You are paying for 
the service, and that is exactly what 
you need to get. If you are not get- 
ting it, then you need to change com- 
panies

City Council fills board vacancies

Board appointments headlined the 
Elba City Council meeting Monday 
evening with several expiring terms 
to be filled 

The Planning and Zoning Board 
and the Industrial Board each needed 


three slots filled and the Board of 
Adjustments needed one replace 


_ ment 


Three members were reappointed 
to the Industrial Board. Each had 
previously agreed to serve another 
term if asked. They were Reverend 
Chester- Hammonds, Eddie Kelley 
and Myrna Cowen. 

Appointed to the Planning & Zon- 
ing Board were Joeann King, replac- 
ing Doris Tayor who moved out of 
the city limits; Jerry McMillian, re- 
placing William Patton who asked 
not be be reappointed; and Wayne 
Suuley, replacing Robbie Curran, 
who also asked not to be reappoint 
ed. 

Mike McGuire was named to the 
Zoning Board of Adjustments, re 
placing James Bush who has moved 
out of the city limits. 

Mayor Fred Moore informed the 
council of progress acquiring title to 
the school property. He said the Elba 
school board and the State Depart 
ment of Education ready to 
proceed whenever the city was 
ready. 


were 


After-a discussion on the pros and 
cons of owning the property, the 
council voted to send a resolution to 
school officials requesung owner- 
ship of the property. Council mem- 
bers felt their ownership would 


speed up finding occupants for the 
facilities 

Moore discussed with the council 
a letter from the City of Troy con 
cerning their possible purchase of a 
used tire shredder. Troy was asking 
if Elba would be interested in utiliz 
ing this equipment. 

The council approved the sug- 
gested resolution indicating interest 
but no firm commitment. 

The long delayed storm drain pro- 
ject that funneled into the bay area 


between the football ficld and old 
middle school is again moving, 
Moore said. 

The project is being modified, 


omitting the work in the old school 
area and moving the materials fur- 
ther back up into the residential are- 
as plus including some street paving 
work 

A request for additional funds is 
expected to, be approved within the 
next couple of weeks. This will al- 
low money to be allotted to let bids 
on installing the drain pipes through- 
out the project area, rather than hav- 
ing the city crews do the work. 

Agreements have been made that 
the City of Elba will install the curb- 
ing on all streets and will lay the 
pipe in one area. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported the police have responded to 
267 complaints, including ten traffic 
accidents. There have been 36 traffic 
citations issued, including eight for 
DUI. 

During the same period there 
were 20 criminal arrest. Also 87 old 
vehicles have been tagged. Of those 
31 were moved by their owners, 11 
moved by court order and eight 
towed away.

Electric service in Elba has been 
interrupted several times recently 
during thunderstorms and other 
strong wind weather periods. 

The Elba utility department has 
responded accordingly by assigning 
a crew full-time to a tree trimming 
taskforce. This crew will work full 
eight hours days on this project until 
the job is completed, according to 
Mayor Fred Moore. 

The mayor asked that during 
these blackouts, citizens limit their 
calls to the police department. The 
large number of calls can interfere 
with fire and other emergency calls 
being received. 

Generators with automatic cut- 
ons are being installed on the city’s 
telephone system and on the police 
radio tower to insure continuous 
phone and radio service but patience 
and consideration by the public is 
sull needed, Moore explained.

The building had been vacated after it 
was heavily damaged by the March '90 flood and a new facility is under construction in Enterprise at the present 
time, A county maintenance crew was in the process of repairing the building for future use after the county com- 
mission gave its approval in its April 25th meeting. At the time of the fire, there were no electricity or gas connec- 
tions to the building.

Downtown school property goes to the city

The Elba City School Board gave 
official approval to a resolution re- 
verting title to the old downtown 
school property to the City of Elba. 
The resolution now goes to the State 
Department of Education, which 
gets title to all public school proper- 
ty once the property ceases to_be 
used for educational purposes. The 
state will then deed the property to 
the school. 

The resolution points out that the 
City will continue to pay the 
$300,000 balance on bond issues 
which built the facilities; Elba will 
furnish needed utilities to the new 
school facilities; the high school will 
continue to have use of the football 
stadium as long as needed; the 
school system no longer needs the 
flood damaged facilities. 

Assistant Coach Levy Boutwell 
was granted a leave of absence for 
the remainder of the year.

County looks at way to save energy

In Monday's Coffee 
Commission meeting, commission- 
ers heard a presentauon by Jim 
Ormes of Honeywell on an energy 
management system. 

The system Mr. Ormes proposed 
to the commission is designated for 
use in county facilities located in 
Elba - the courthouse, Enterprise 
the courthouse, and in New Brock- 
ton - Farm Center complex. 

As a preface to his presentation, 
he informed commissioners that this 
system was in use in several Ala- 
bama counties. Autauga, Blount, 
Chilton, Marengo, Montgomery, 
Barbour, and Dale counties all have 
energy mgnagement systems  in- 
stalled in county facilities 

Ormes related to the commission 
the results of his study and made 
proposal to the governing body. H 
Stated that the annual utility 
bills for the three locations totalled 
$73,000 and he proposed to the com- 
mission that an annual savings ol an 
estimated $14,500 could be realized 
by installing a computerized energy 
management system 

Mr. Ormes stated that his compa- 
ny would give the county a writen 
guaranteed amount by which the 
county could cut its annual utility 
bills on the three facilities. That 
amount is $11,200; however, the 
cost of installing the sysiem is ap 
proximately $11,200 

“The real savings is in equipment 
life,” said Ormes. “It's a risk 
business opportunity.’ 

The system consists of installing 
4 micro processor panel in facilities 
at each of the three locations which 
monitors the operation of the utility 
services provided to cach of the 
buildings. The is monitored 
by Honeywell in Atlanta, Georgia 
Via OL phone titles 

Simply put, the sysiem turns on 
the lights, heating and cooling when 
they are required and turns each of 
them off when they are not required.

system is installed, the signing of a 3 
year Contract is required

Throughout the last decade, 
MADD had insisted that drunk driv- 
ing and the overwhelming number of 
injuries and deaths caused by drunk 
driving are not “accidents.” 

Webster's dictionary defines “ac- 
cident” as “an unpleasant and unin- 
tentional happening, sometimes re- 
sulting from negligence’ and 
“accidental” as “happening by 
chance, outside the normal course of 
events.” “Crash” is defined as “to 
fall or land violently out of control 
SO as it be damaged or smashed.” 

While a person who chooses to 
drink and drive may not intentional- 
ly choose to cause harm or destruc- 
tion, they do make two very clear 
choices: (1) to use alcohol or other 
drugs and (2) get in a vehicle and 
drive. These two choices are not 
made accidentally or by chance. In 
1989 alone, 22,415 persons were 
killed in alcohol-related traffic crash- 
es and approximately 345,00 suf- 
fered injuries. About 80,000 of those 
injuries were serious and life chang- 
ing. With those numbers in mind, 
please remember that they were not 
“accidents”. 

MADD's mission is to stop drunk 
driving and to support victims of this 
violent crime. You can help us 
achieve our mission by refraining 
from use of the word “accident” and 
using the words “crash” or “colli- 
sion” when referring to drunk driv- 
ing.

the necessity of obtaining a medical 
and legal degree. When thinking of 
all the duties of a nurse, other fields 
of specialty come to mind such as 
psychology, sociology, public rela 
tions/marketing, administrative-just 
to name a few. 

Many of the Elba Nursing 
Home's original nursing staff contin 
uc in their employment capacity 
Still others have more than 10 years 
with the facility. This reveals their 
dedication and desire to assist their 
fellowman. 

When asking any of the nurses 
what changes they have observed in 
their years of service, it most often is 
the recording of patient information 
on the charts, Today, requirements 
are for thorough documentation, One 
of the key nursing tools is the ink 
pen. It is interesting to the nurse of 
today to look back al a typical nurs- 
ing home chart of 1968. Daily re- 
cordings of patient care were simply: 
“ate well, slept well”, 

Nursing aides now must be 
trained, tested, and deemed certified 
by state regulations in order to ren- 
der nursing care to the nursing home 
resident before seeking employment 
in a nursing home. 

In years past, many nurses aides 
give credit to their job skills and 
knowledge to having taken Mrs. 
Evelyn Duncan's famous 12 week 
nursing aide course followed by on- 
the-job training. 

In review of past employees, 
many of the original LPNs have al- 
eady retired. An LPN now must re- 
ceive accredited schooling, pass a 
state board exam, and receive annual 
recertification in certain job skills. In 
the olden days, an LPN could be cer- 
tified by a tenure of experience and 
the ability to pass the state board 
testing-accredited schooling was not 
required. Many of the LPN's duties 
now were once only accessible for 
RN's to perform. 

The Registered Nurse's roll in a 
nursing home has significantly al- 
tered. 

At one time, the only RN was the 
Director of Nurses. It is now re- 
quired for RNs to be on all shifts or 
available from the adjoining hospi- 
tal. While the floor shift RN is re- 
sponsible for the medical evaluation 
and assuring quality medical care of 
the patient, their roles also include 
much paperwork as required by state 
regulatory agencies. : 

As a result of federal laws imple- 
mented in 1987, the Nursing Home 
Reform Act is now in focus. While 
nursing homes were once deemed to 
be institutional type settings subject 
to rules and regulations of an institu- 
tion, a “home like environment” is 
the goal of a good nursing home 
while sull offering quality medical 
care--a goal that is shared equally by 
the nursing department of Elba Nurs- 
ing Home. The nurse is the key to 
bringing this goal to reality. 

A nurse must be sensitive to the 
resident's personal rights, assurance 
of their maintaining personal digni- 
ty, while at the same time being ob- 
servant and rendering care to their 
medical needs. 

in a geriatric nursing care setting, 
nurses have a greater challenge than 
the public is often aware of. They 
possess the professional mannerisms 


- instilled by the codes of the profes- 


sion-yet it is often realigned to in 
clude such gestures as neck hugs and 
kisses on the cheek as a means of al 
fection appropriate for that individu 
al.

The organism that causes the dis 
case 1S a fungus, but many veterinat 
ians feel that there is some other pri 
mary agent that olf. For 
‘xample, some pens in a feedlot will 
exhibit a higher percentage of cattle

A mixture of iodide in the feed 
can be fed at the rate of 400 to 500 
mg per head per day for one week 
Other cattlemen have reported some 
success by putting a high level of an- 
tibiotics in the feed or given through 
the water for about a week. Also, a 
clorox solution can be beneficial in 
treating foot rot 

One thing to make sure of 
though, is that you can examine the 
affected food if at all possible. 
Sometimes an animal will not re 
spond to treatment because the area 
affected has been hurt by some for 
eign objects or tangled up in a wire 
or some other injury type situation. 
Not always is a limp an indication of 
foot rot. However, with so many 
people reporting it this year there is 
a good chance that you may have a 
foot rot problem if you do see a limp 
or lameness.

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_ Starfire Timing On Peanuts 


Richard Petcher-Assistant County Agent 


Approximately 50 percent of our 
peanuts in Coffee County are plant 
ed and coming up, and considering 
all the conditions we have a good 
stand. Along with this, we are also 
getting a good crop of weeds. Flori 
da beggarweed is our number one 
weed in Coffee County and Starfire 
will be the major herbicide used at 
this time to control it. Timing and 
rates of application of this herbicide 
are important, and over the next few 
weeks a lot of Starfire will be used 
on peanuts. 

Starfire provides super early sea 
son postemergence control of Flori 
da beggarweed, sicklepod, and Tex- 
as panicum, Starfire at 2/3 pint 
(1loz.) per acre plus surfactant (1 
pint per 100 gallons spray) is recom- 
mended for weed control, The addi- 
tion of Basagran at 8-16 ounces per 
acre will make the bum much less 
severe (it gives the softening effect) 
and at 16 ounces will improve con- 
trol of some breadloaf weeds, includ- 
ing cocklebur and bristly starbur. If 
yellow nutsedge control is desired, 
the Basagran from 8 oz. to 16 oz, the 
basagran starts to reduce the effee- 
tiveness of the Starfire, so seriously 
consider this fact before applying 
Basagran with starfire at the higher 
rates. The further addition of one 
pint 2,4-DB (Butoxone, Butyrac) 
will improve control of small flower 
morning-glory, coffee weed and oth- 
er viny weeds. When looking to Bas- 
agran for real major weed control, 
you should use your Basagran separ- 
ately. 

In any or all these combinations 
where Starfire is used one pint of 
non-ionic surfactant should be added 
per 100 gallons of spray mixture. Do 
not substitute crop oil for the surfac- 


INDOOR CARPETS 

Some people have questioned 
whether or nor carpet can be the 
cause of their health problems, The 
Carpet and Rug Institute (CRI) is do- 
ing a‘study on the contribution of 
carpet, if any, to indoor air quality. 
Georgia Aycock, Extension resource 
management specialist, passed along 
some information conceming the 
odor of carpet. 

Certain odors, such as those asso- 
ciated with new carpet, may be con- 
sidered unpleasant by some hyper- 
sensitive 

Research indicates there are no 
significant health effects caused by 
odor, 

New carpet odor stems from 4- 
phenylcyclohexene (4-PCH), a by- 
product of the manufacturing pro- 
cess that results from production of 
styrene butadiene latex carpet back- 
ing. Although harmless, the odor of 
4-PCH can be detected by human be- 
ings at low levels (one part per bil- 
lion), 

To alleviate potential odor, follow 
these guidelines during new carpet 
installation: 

If possible, allow the carpet to 
rest unrolled in a well-ventilated 
area of the home for a day or so be- 
fore installation, 

During installation, conditions 
permitting, open all doors and win- 
dows and operate thé ventilation sys- 
tem at maximum fan speed. 

After installation, continue to op- 
erate the ventilation system at nor- 
mal room temperature with maxi- 
mum fan speed for 48 to 72 hours, If 
possible, open doors and windows to 
increase air flow.

Starfire is light an temperature 
sensitive, This means it will work 
better on a clear day with tempera 
tures in the high 80's to low 90's. 
Also, wind appears to play a part. 
You would not want to spray on a 
windy day because of drift, but Star- 
fire doesn't work real well either 
when the wind is blowing. Spraying 
in the afternoon works well as the 
temperature is up, but you don't want 
to spray too late up into the evening 
as it needs to dry on the weeds be- 
fore the dew drops. Moisture on the 
weeds reduces the effectiveness of 
the herbicide, 

Having good thrips control will 
help reduce the injury received from 
Starfire, Records have shown that 
good thrips control lessens the burn 
received from Starfire. 

Timing is the key to good weed 
control with minimal crop damage. 
Every effort should be made to ac- 
complish weed control with these 
‘burn’ materials in one application, 
The label says to use Starfire any 
time from ground cracking to 28 
days, but the best time is to wait un- 
ul the plants are between 14 to 21 
days. First of all, this gives the pea- 
nut leaves time to develop their 
waxy coating which helps to protect 
them from the chemicals, Second, it 
allows the peanut to develop a good 
root system giving strength for re- 
growth, And third, this two to three 
weeks allows time for a good stand 
of weeds to come up. However, you 
do not want the weeds to be over 
two inches in height. Do not spray or 
any of the mixtures after 28 days as 
this is when the peanut starts bloom- 
ing and yield will suffer.

Mammography 
equipment has improved significant- 
ly since 1985, resulting in clearer 
images. Mammography units are 
safe and effective due to FDA's stan- 
dards for x-ray equipment.

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AN ALLEGED $334,529.33 IN COUNTY FUNDS MISSING

In a 4 p.m. press conference 


Tuesday, District Attorney Joel Fol 
mar announced § that Marilyn 
Ammons, age 48, had been indicted 
by the grand jury on offences of 
theft and forgery 

The May 20, 1991, Coffee 
County, Elba Division, Grand Jury 
handed down 643 _— indictments 
against Mrs. Ammons. A_ break- 
down of the indictments is as fol 
lows: 10 were for the offense of theft 
in the first-degree, 567 for the 
offense of theft in the second-degree, 
and the remaining 66 were for the 
offense of forgery in the second- 
degree. 

Each of the theft offenses, 577, 
carry alternative counts including 
forgery in the second-degree.

District Attorney Folmar com- 
mented, "This is a record number of 
presentments to a grand jury in the 
12th Judicial District Circuit since | 
have been district attorney and that's 
over 13 years.” 

He stated that the indictment con- 
sisted of three (3) volumes of infor- 
mation with each volume being 
about as “thick as a Birmingham 
phone book.” 

The total dollar amount missing 
as specified in the indictments was 
$334,529.53. The monies were the 


property of the Coffee County Co 

mmission from both the General 

Fund and Revenue Sharing Fund. 
The question was asked if any 


charges would be filed against Mrs 
Ammons by the federal government 
since Revenue Sharing Funds were 
involved in the alleged theft. Folmar 
said, “That will be left up to the fed 
eral government.” 

Mrs. Ammons was employed as a 
clerk in the Coffee County Commis- 
sion's office in Elba. She was arrest- 
ed on October 26, 1990 and charged 
with theft in the first-degree when 
county funds were discovered miss 
ing 

According to District Attorney 
Folmar, the indictments stemmed 
from an investigation conducted by 
the Alabama Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, Alabama Department of Public 
Examiners and the District Attor- 
ney's office 

The time span covered by state 
auditors in examining the county's 
books was from October 1, 1984 to 
September 30, 1990 

On December 21, 1990, a civil 
lawsuit filed against Mrs 
Ammons which alleged that more 
than $125,000 in county funds was 
missing and that she was accused of 
“knowingly and without consent ol 
the county” taking the money 

County officials filed the suit in 
order to prevent Mrs. Ammons from 
disposing of any property, both real 
and personal, that she might own. 

When asked if the dollar amount 
specified in the civil suit would be 
revised, Coffee County Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton replied, “I 
feel sure that we will. I'll talk to 
Warren.” Warren Rowe is_ the 
county's attorney. 

Eagerton was also asked if boo- 
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emer 
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kkeeping procedures within the co 
mmission office have been changed 
since the shortage in funds had been 
liscovered. His reply was, “Yes.” 

A reporter present during the 
press conference asked Eagerton if 
an audit of the county's records was 
performed during the period of time 
that the funds were allegedly stolen. 
He stated that there had been three 
(3) audits by state examiners. 

In the prepared statement handed 
out by the district attorney, the pun- 
ishment for the offenses named in 
the indictments was spelled out. 

Theft in the first-degree is a 
Class"B" felony and is punishable by 

years to 20 years imprisonment 
and/or up to $10,000 fine for each 
offense. Both theft in the second- 
degree and forgery in the second- 
degree are Class “C" felonies and 
punishable by | year to 10 years im- 
prisonment and/or up to a $5,000 
fine for each offense 

Folmar also explained that theft 
in the first-degree involves cash or 
something having monetary value in 
excess of $1,000 being stolen. Theft 
in the second-degree involves the 
taking of $100 to $1,000 in cash or 
something having that dollar value. 

He explained that forgery is not

The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety estimates that 17 people 
will be killed in traffic accidents dur 
ing the Memorial Day holiday week- 
end, according to Col. Ned W.

The 78-hour holiday period be- 

gins at 6.p.m. Friday, May 24, and 
ends at midnight Monday, May 27. 
In 1990, 15 people were killed in 
traffic accidents during the 78-hour 
holiday, six on rural roadways and 
nine in urban areas. Only one of the 
fatal wreck viclims was using a sale- 
ty bell. 
’ To promote the life-saving bene- 
fits of safety belts and child re- 
straints, the Department of Public 
Safety is joining other law enforce- 
ment and traffic safety agencies na- 
tionwide in support of Buckle Up 
America! Week on May 20-27, 

McHenry said, “Motorists can 
greatly increase their chances of es- 
caping traffic accidents unharmed by 
properly using safety belts and child 


restraints. Salety belts are proven 
lite-savers 

He said troopers expect heavy 
traffic during the holiday weekend 


and throughout the summer months. 
McHenry advised motorists to drive 
defensively and all traffic 
laws.
